WHEN TREATING 


DISEASED SKIN

F YOU have been treating your 

skin forgacne, you must be 
just as fastidious and careful 
about your make-up for the day 
as you are about your nightly 
cleansing 
and special 
weekly er bi- 
weekly treat- 
ment. If you 
go ahead 
with our 
old habits of 
scrubbing 
rouge and 
powder into 
your skin it 
will be irri- 
tated and

You must avoid the use of 
cosmetics as much as_ possible 
during the time you are treating 
your skin, Fortunately the com- 
panion to the healing acne 
cream that I told you about in 
yesterday’s column—the soothing 
lotion has a sediment base that 
makes it a good make-up base 
or it can be used alone since it 
will leave a thin film of, powder 
on your skin. The lotion is anti- 
septic in action and makes a 
perfect barrier between your face 
and whatever it may meet in_the 
way of bacteria, grime, wind or 
sun, 

If you go to business every day 
and feel that your face needs 
more ornmaméntation, then you 
may use just a little powder and 
rouge, but use the lotion first. 
Then apply, very lightly with a 
clean piece of cotton a little 
powder and rouge, but use the 
lotion first. Then apply, very 
lightly with a clean piece of cot- 
ton a little pawder rouge, and 
dust your nose and chin lightly 
with a complexion powder ex- 
actly the color of your skin. Re- 
member that you must use clean 
powder puffs or cotton. I prefer 
cotton since it is easy to throw 
it away after using and so you 
do not risk reinfection of your 
skin. 

And don’t add more powder 
or more rouge without cleansing 
your skin thoroughly and start- 
ing anew with a fresh applica- 
tion of lotion. Applying fresh 
make-up over old clogs the pores 
and makes the end-of-the-day 
cleansing more difficult. And it 
irritattes the skin! This bit of 
advice applies to everyone of you 
whether -your skin is clear and 
unblemished or whether you are 
bothered with blemishes. 

Occasionally — although it is 
an exception — one finds a dry, 
scaly skin that is afflicted with 
acne. In general it needs- the 
same care as the oily skin until 
the diseased condition is cleared 
up, then it can be treated for 
softening and refining the tex- 
ture. It will look better during. 
the day if you use a light vanish- 
ing cream before dusting on your 
powder. The cream must be 
patted lightly on the skin so that 
any massage of the pimpled area 
is avoided. 

And. let me repeat what I’ve 
told you about the matter of 
diet. You must be firm about 
that matter if you expect perma- 
nent improvement. Eat well bal- 
anced meals including a lot of 
fruits and vegetables, both raw 
and cooked. Drink lots of orange

“and lemon and grapefruit juice 


and avoid constipation at all 
casts. Usually a diet including 
lots of fruits and vegetables is 
sufficient to correct such a con- 
dition if it ign’t ask your doctor 
for advice.. Avoid starghy foods, 
candy, sodas, sundaes, thickened 
gravies and sauccs and avoid 
stimulants lixe alcohcl, tea caf- 
fee. or spiced dishes. 

Get as much daily exercise as 
possible to tone your system and 
take a warm soapy hath every- 
day, scrubbing vigorously with a 
bath brush to arouse the circu- 
lation in your skin. If, at this 
late date, you can have ainbaths 
either natural or artificial ones, 
then da: Nothing is so healing

CTOBER with _ its ‘great, 

golden pumpkins, hearty rec 

end white cabbages, luscious 
grapes, rosy apples, cider and 
cranberries suggest all kinds of 
old-fashicned dinners that will 
be app2aling to appetites whet- 
ted by brisk winds and frosty 
weather.

Since we've had a_ holiday 
from rich cakes and pies for a 
while, surprise your family with 
a spicy big pumpkin pie or 
with rich, fruity little cakes for 
Gessert. It’s the cakes I wish to 
tell you about firet. but if there 
is space I do want to tell you 
how to prepare salt pork, if you 
have never tried it. 

Mystery Cake 

The mystery cakes jn the fist

Cream one-half cup short- 
ening and one cup of su¢pr un- 
til light. Add two eggs, one at 
a time, and beat vigorously af- 
ter each addition. Then add 
One medium sized :aw appl: 
chopped fine, one-fourth cu 
finely, chopped figs ana ten Enz- 
lish wainuts, chopped fine. Sift 
together two cups cake flour. 
two tablespoons ba!:ing powder 
and one-fourth teaspoon salt 
and add alternately with one 
cup of milk to the creamed 
mixture. Add the juice of one- 
balf smal]l Jemon and bake in a 
moderately hot oven for twenty 
minutes. Cover with a butter 
frosting flavored with grated 
lerfon rind and juice. This 
makes fourteen little cakes. 
Salt Perk , 

And now for the salt pork 
yecipe. Have the butcher cut 
the salt pork into slices a little 
less than a quarter of an inch 
thock. Cook it with water 
eno'gh ta cover your frying pan 
until the water has nearly boiled 
away. .Then take out the pleces 
of pork and. dip them into flour. 
Retdm to the pan and fry un- 
til tne pork is galden brown and 
erisp on. each side, then arrange 
on @ hot platter, 

Stir. a tablespoon of flour into 
the fat. remaining in the pan, 
stir until. blended and light 
brown, then add one cup of milk, 
a little sweet cream and enough 
pepper to. season. Stir until 
smooth and thick, then pour 
over the fried pork. Baked ap- 
ples, apple sauce, or fried ap+ 
ples go well with this dish, and 
for breakfast you might try it 
with a stack of buskwheat cakes!
